CANADIAN EXPORT 
BUSINESS IS GOOD 


Toronto, Dec. 19 (U. T. P. S.).— 
It shown by figures just an- 
nounced by the dominion depart- 
ment of statistics that Canada’s 
trade in automobiles, automobile 
trucks and automobile parts is in 
a flourisning condition. For the 
twelve months ended October 31 
Canada exported automobiles and 
automobile trucks to fifty-three 
countries and colonies. It is an- 
nounced from Ottawa that while 
the greater part of Canada’s motor 
export trade was to the British 
Isles and the British dominions, 
there was also a substantial trade 
to continental Europe, Egypt, Ja- 
pan and most of the countries in 
South America, 

For the twelve months ended 
October 31, 1925, Canada exported 
52,903 automobiles, valued at $25,- 
168,869, while for the correspond- 
ing period ended in October, 1924, 
Canada exported 45,194 automo- 
biles, valued at $23,109,331. Dur- 
ing the twelve months ended Oc- 
tober of this year automobile 
trucks were exported to the value 
of $5,016,494, and automobile parts 
to the value of $5,573,875. 

During the same period Canada 
imported from the United States 
motor vehicles and motor parts to 
the value of $33,353,156. These 
exports from 
were apportioned as follows: Pas- 
senger autos, 8,320, valued at $12,- 
260,069; freight autos, 1,073, valued 
at $1,526,057, and auto parts

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The Tax Battle Still to Come 


HERE is an old story of an optimist who fell off the} 
roof of a high building and as he passed the tenth story | 
window said to himself, “All right so far.” 
The excise tax reduction bill, as formulated 

by the Ways and Means Committee of the House 

of Representatives, has passed that body. The tazes 

on automotive products stand practically as origi- 

nally outlined in the bill. The tax on passenger cars 

is 3 per cent., with a provision for protecting deal- 

ers against the loss of 2 per cent. on vehicles that 

have been in their possession from before the 

passage of the reduction measure. 

All this had been foreshadowed, though there was a! 
greater demand for complete elimination of automotive taxes | 
than had been anticipated in the House. The bill now goes} 
to the Senate, and the Finance Committee of the Upper House | 
has already signified its intention of making drastic changes, 
Senators Couzens and Capper have stated frankly that they| 
intend to wage war for complete elimination. Sentiment for | 
doing away with all automotive taxes is strong in the Senate, 
and the real fight for complete relief will occur there. 


No Monopoly Wanted 


Rigel BRITAIN has been having periodic fits of ague 
whenever the possibility has arisen of Americans buy- 
ing into any of their automobile manufacturing concerns. 
In every country which has an automobile building industry 
of its own there is always a feeling of jealousy over any 
inroads that American exports make in the field. This is 
natural enough, but it is not altogether justified. 

George F. Bauer, secretary of the foreign trade: 
committee of the National Automobile Chamber of 
Commerce, pointed out recently that the last thing 
American exporters of automotive products want is 
to injure the home industry in foreign countries. 

It has been the universal experience that American 

automotive products sell well in foreign lands when 

the home industry is prosperous. 

American automotive exporters try to educate the for- 
eign countries in which they do business in the value of 
transportation, per se, rather than in American transpor- 
tation products. They realize that if they can drive home 
that lesson their foreign markets will expand enormously 
and in this expansion the home industry will share the} 
prosperity created equally with the American exporters. | 
There is no question that American exports of motor vehi-} 
cles and automotive products stimulate the home industries | 
of the countries affected. A typical example of this is found 
in England, where there are now a number of manufac- 
turers who have adopted the American idea of mass produc- 
tion. Morris and the Austin people are notable examples, 
producing far more cars than foreign manufacturers ever 
have attempted. Rightly understood, export trade is a ven- 
ture in co-operation, rather than a threat at home industries. 


F. S. Mann, representing the Motor Traders of South 
Australia, whose home is in Adelaide, is traveling 11,500 
miles to visit the New York show on January 11. Whether 
this is a record or not, it certainly shows that the South 
Australia trade organization is up and coming.

But 
from an advertising standpoint a 
location along a main thoroughfare 
such as we have in Buffalo is worth 
all it costs. A main street dealer 
would drop out of sight very 
quickly were he to move to an out- 
of-the-way street.”’

‘SALES STUNTS 


HELPING USED 
CAR DEALERS 


VANSVILLE, IND., Dec. 

19.—The used car dealer, 
in addition to his regular ad- 
vertising and personal con- 
tact of salesmen with pros- 
pects, reaching a slump period 
in the year, may at times find 
good results in attracting 
public attention and conse- 


‘quent sales through some apt 


sales stunt. 
Good results are reported from 


such a sales stunt put on during 
tfe year by the Fellwock Auto 
Company, Cadillac and Reo dealer, 
by which purchasers of used cars 
were given quantities of gasoline 
and oil rated according to each 
hundred dollars represented in the 
price of the used car, extending 
over a period of ten days. 

“Reasoning on the theory that 
the average used car buyer puts 
down all he can spare for the first 
payment on his car, often leaving 
little for car operation, we devised 
a stunt to help him out of the dif- 
ficulty,” said Harry W. Hoy, gen- 
eral sales manager. 

“For a period of ten days we 
presented each person buying a 
used car with a certificate en- 
titling him to ten gallons of gas 
and one-half gallon of oil for 
each $100 represented in the 
price of the car. This was in 
addition to the regular full sup- 
ply of gas and oil we farnish with 
each sale. The stunt brought 
good returns in sales.” 

The cold weather has _ influ- 
enced the demand for closed mod- 
els, though four dealers reported 
open stock at fair prices taking 
well. Prices range from $200 to 
$350 for the lighter types and from 
$350 to $700 for the heavier cars. 

Stock is generally at normal 
level. Total valuation by the fif- 
teen dealers is given at $165,800, as 
against $144,200 by thirteen deal- 
ers for the preceding week. Stock 
volume is said to be about the 
same as at this time last year. 

Opinion is divided as to the cut- 
look for the remainder of the 
month, but three dealers forecast 
a good season. The best eight 
others can see ahead is a fair mar- 
ket, while the remaining four ex- 
pect a slow seasonal slump. 





Fitm Conducts Its 
Own Used Car Show 


Toledo, Dec. 19.—Used cars 
are moving slowly in most of the 
automobile places in the Toledo 
district, although a number of 
dealers report more activity in 
December than in November. 

As a whole the used car situation 
is not altogether bright, yet many 
dealers say now that it is not any 
worse than other years or than is 
to be expected. The tone is better 
than it was in September, October 
and early November, which is con- 
sidered a good indication. Lack of 
trade-ins has helped the situation 
here to some extent. Sales activity 
and extra effort on the part of 
dealers are other contributing 
causes to reductions of stock, 

King Miller, sales manager of 
the Jankowski Auto Sales Com- 
pany, has just conducted a used- 
car show as a method of arousing 
interest in this type of disliked 
merchandise. Results of the show 
and sales effort were very satisfac- 
tory, he said. 

William Lee of the Woleben 
Motor Sales Company sold twenty- 
one used cars during the first ten 
days of December, the best ten 
days by eleven automobiles in the 
history of the Woleben company. 
He put on a sale conducted under 
pressure of sales talks and organi- 
zation warming up in general. His 
advertising effort was low in cost. 
He used one-inch scatter adver- 
tisements in the classified col- 
umns, using only one car to the 
advertisement and featuring twelve 
to fifteen a day.

Minn. Truck Men

tor buses engaged in transporting 
freight are common carriers and 
subject to regulation of the State 
Railroad and Warehouse Commis- 
sion, the freight bus companies will 
appear before the commission ask- 
ing for state certificates permitting 
operation. 

All the freight bus companies 
will appear at the same hearing, 
and the railroads will appear joint- 
ly in opposition to granting of the 
permits.

Bus lines have extended the shop- 
ping and residential areas, notably 
of Indianapolis, to an exent which 
testifies to their usefulness in the 
social and economic scheme. 

Although reports of an audit 
of the books of the Interstate 
Public Service Company by the 
chief accountant of the Public 
Service Commission would. indi- 
cate that this and many other 
bus companies are operating 
upon a fare basis that does not 
permit them to earn a profit, yet 
many other bus companies’ rep- 
resentatives assert that the esti- 
mate is faulty for the reason that 
many companies in this state 
have been operating for many 
years upon a much lower basis, 
some selling mileage to regular 
patrons well below the 2-cent 
level, and have been showing a 
profit. 

The commission’s auditor esti- 
mated that if the Interstate Com- 
pany paid all expenses of opera- 
tion and made a reasonable allow- 
ance for depreciation, that it 
would have to collect a 5-cent fare 
per mile to realize 7 per cent. 
profit upon the investment. If it 
is conceded that this audit is cor- 
rect, then it is extremely probable
